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Solh fails to form 
Lebanese cabinet 


BEIRUT, Aug. 9 ( AP) — Veteran politi- 
cian Takieddine Solh failed in a 20-day effort 
ro form a hew cabinet and resigned as the 
country's prime minister- design ate. Solh, 
had set out to form a national unity govern- 
ment composed of the leaders of various 
Christian and Muslim power groups. 

It was the first such effort since the 19- 
month-Iong civil war in 1 975-96 but fell apart 
in part because of reported opposition from 
Syria, which apparently felt the timing was 
not right. 

■■ Under the circumstances, a national 
reconciliation government is impossible to 
form, and this is why 1 stopped short of form- 
ing a cabinet, ’’ Solh, a Muslim who had been 
chosen by Christian President Elias Sarkis on 
July 20, said in a statement carried by Beirut 
Radio. 

The failure deepened the power vacuum in 
Lebanon, which had been run by a govern- 
ment of technocrats and nonaligned mem- 
bers of parliament under Prime Minister 
Salim Hoss since the civil war. 

Sarkis was expected to. look for another 
candidate to try to form a government. As 
Sqfir newspaper suggested he would turn to 
Malik SaJam, brother of prominent Muslim 
politician and former Prime Minister Saeb 
Salam. 

Other veteran observers predicted Sarkis 


might be compelled once again to turn to 
Hoss. 

In Lebanese political parlance, the term 
“national reconciliation cabinet" implies a 
government of partisans and militia com- 
manders. to close the gap between the non- 
combatant segmenis of the population and 
the groups tharwield military power. 

Solh and Sarkis reportedly agreed that the 
premier- design ate has no option but to form 
a national reconciliation cabinet or quit. 

Sources close to the presidential palace 
said Sarkis thought that another government 
of technocrats under Solh would make the 
president’s national detente program the 
“laughing stock" of the nation. 

"Sarkis insisted that Solh's efforts should 
lead to a detente cabinet or bust, because 
otherwise all efforts would undermine the 
very concept of detente", one official said. 

In his radio statement. Solh conceded that 
a “cabinet of partisans is impossible, at least 
for the time being.” He threw up his hands, 
without blaming any specific, group for his 
failure. 

However, Solh commended the rightwing 
Christian alliance and specifically the 
Phalangists for having offered to assist in his 
efforts to form a cabinet. 

The statement was seen as indirect critic- 
ism of Syria and the leftist coalition for his 
failure. 


U.S., Egypt deny plan 
to share Red Sea base

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9 — Both Egypt 
and the United States deny they are 
engaged in any negotiations regarding U.S. 
use of Egyptian military bases to protect 
American interests in the Gulf region. 

Spokesmen for the two countries were 
rear .g to press report Thursday that the 
U.S. pfanned to spend millions of dollars 
improving Egypt's military base at Ras 
Banas on the’ Red Sea in exchange for 
access rights. 

Commenting on the news report at a Pen- 
tagon briefing, a U.S. Defense spokesman 
said “we are not now in any negotiations 
with the Egyptians on any facilities, and I 
don't want to get into specifics about what 
might possibly happen in the future." 

An Egyptian embassy spokesman Friday- 
issued a similar denial, adding there was no 
“deal" between the two countries to 
upgrade Egyptian bases in exchange for 
U.S. military access rights. 

But the Pentagon's spokesman did note 
that "President Sadat has offered the use of 
Egyptian facilities under certain contingen- 
cies." 

The Egyptian official expanded on this 


point, saying that Egypt would help facili- 
tate U.S. military movements to counter 
any “invasion of an Arab country.” 

Defense sources said this meant Egypt 
would allow access to its bases in the event 
of a regional crisis for troops of the new LJ.S. 
Rapid Deployment Force, a joint task force 
designed to deal with threats to U.S. Inter- 
ests in Gulf and other non-NATO areas. 

The Pentagon spokesman said the 
budgeting of future funds for Middle East 
contingencies was still in “a preliminary 
stage " and specific commitments were far 
from being finalized. 

But he did say that the administration had 
asked Congress for S 300 million for milit- 
ary facilities in the Indian Ocean area for 
fiscal 1981. 

He added that the U.S. would also be 
spending about five billion dollars a year for 
the next few years to build up the Rapid 
Deployment force. 

On a related topic, the Pentagon said Fri- 
day that Egyptian Air Force pilots would be 
arriving in the U.S. early next year to begin 
training in F5 and FI 6 jet fighter aircraft. 

The training program should take about a 
year, the Pentagon said." Actual training on 
the FI 6 is currently scheduled to begin the 
last quarter of 1981,” the department 
added. 


Egypt says early talks 
on autonomy unlikely 




.ALEXANDRIA, Egypt, Aug 9, (R) — An 
early resumption of Palestinian autonomy 
talks looked highly unlikely Saturday after 
Egyptian Vice-President Hosni Mubarak 
said there was nothing positive in an Israeli 
message on Jerusalem. 

Mubarak made the comment to reporters 
after he chaired a meeting of senior officials 
about the letter from Israeli Prime Minister 
Menafiem Begin to President Anwar Sadar. 
Egypt postponed the talks last week in pro- 
test against an Israeli law absorbing Arab east 
Jerusalem into a united Jewish capital. 

Begin s letter, which according to Israeli 
newspapers accused Egypt of persistently 
violating the Camp David accords, was deli- 
vered to Mubarak Friday by Israeli Ambas- 
sador Eliahu Ben Elissar. 

Another senior official said: “The message 
did not contain anything new. It embodied 
negative elements. Foreign Minister KamaJ 
Hassan Ali said Egypt's response would be 
made known after President Sadat had 
studied both the letter and the recommenda- 
tions decided on at Saturday' s meeting. 

Deputy Prime Minister Fouad Mohieddm 
was scheduled to fly Saturday to Mount Sinai, 
where President Sadat is spending the last 
days of the fasting month of Ramadan in 


mediation. The two men will discuss the dis- 
agreements over Jerusalem. Earlier Saturday 
Mubarak and American Ambassador Alfred 
Atherton discussed Begins message. The 
U.S. is the third party in the autonomy talks. 

Meanwhile, U.S. President Jimmy Carter 
may call a summit of Egyptian and Israeli 
leaders in Washington soon after the Democ- 
ratic convention, the authoritative October 
magazine saio aSiuvaayr 

The report said the move would be aimed 
at pressing for tangible results in the stalled 
Egvptian-Israeli negotiations for Palestinian 
autonomy and thus boost Carter s chances of 
re-election. 

The article by the magazine's editor in 
chief, Anis Mansour, a close friend to Presi- 
dent Sadat, said the summit would most likely 
concentrate on the controversial issue of 
Jerusalem which is now holding up the 14 
month negotiations. 

The talks, in which the United States is 
participating as mediator of the Middle East 
peace accords were suspended by Egypt last 
w r eek after Israel formalized its 1967 annexa- 
tion of the Arab sector of Jerusalem and 
declared the holy city Israel 's united capital 
forever.

Oil Arafat to visit China 


BEIRUT, Aug. 9 (AFP) — Palestine lib- 
eration Organization (PLO) chief Yasser 
Arafat has been invited by Premier Hua 
Guofeng to visit China, the Palestinian news 
agency Wafa reported. 

Wafa said that the Chinese ambassador to 
Lebanon delivered the invitation to Arafat. 
No date has yet been fixed for the visit. 

Arafat expressed the PLO’s appreciation 
for China’s support during the recent United 
Nations debate on Palestine, Wafa said. 
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the protest to Egypt's ambassador in Israel, 
and called the publication of the cartoon in 
the Al Gomhouriya newspaper “shameful," a 
foreign ministry spokesman said. 

Israel is concerned over that it views as 
Egypt's holding back on the normalization of 
relations between the two countries since 
they signed their peace treaty. The Israelis 
are especially upset that the Egyptian press 
has been critical of Israel. 

The cartoon showed Begin holding a whip 
in one hand and a poster in the other, on 
which was written: Politics of fait accompli, 
annexation of land by force, ridiculing inter- 
national resolutions, illtreatment of prison- 
ers, and greater Israel. Hitler was shown lean- 
ing down and presenting begin with a swas- 
tika, and the comment underneath read. 
“Excellent Begin.” 

Shamir, quoted by Israel's state radio as 
nothing to his aides that Egyptian news media 
are state-controlled, asked rhetorically: 
“How low can they go to publish such a cari- 
cature?” 

Shamir also presented Ambassador Saad 
Murtada with a copy of a letter from Begin to 
President Anwar Sadat responding to Sadat's 
letter this week which accused Israel of block- 
ing the Palestinian autonomy negotiations. 
Begin’s letter was delivered to Vice President 
Hosni Mubarak Friday by Israel’s ambas- 
sador in Cairo.

UNITED NATIONS. Aug. 9 — Egypt has 
blocked the presentation of an Israeli report 
at the U.N. which claims that the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip belong to Israel, informed 
sources said Friday. 

The Egyptian move came during a meeting 
Thursday of the U.N. Committee on the 
Elimination of Racial Discrimination. 

Israel's U.N. representative Yehunda 
Blum had planned to read a report before the 
committee asserting Israel's claim to the 


occupied Arab territories. 

But bef< ~2 Blum had a chance to read it. 
Egyptian epresentative Abdul Vloneim 
Ghneim spoke up and said he rejected the 
report. 

Ghneim was " strongly seconded " by the 
delegate from India, sources said. 

At this point Blum decided not to present 
the paper. He stood up and immediately left 
the committee chamber, according to the 
sources. The report was not made pan of the 
committee record, the sources added. 


Anti-Iran movement formed 


PARIS, Aug. 9 ( AP) — Shahpour Bakht- 
iar, the last premier of Iran before the Islamic 
revolution, has announced the establishment 
of a “National Iranian Resistance Move- 
ment” to fight the country's present regime. 

In a statement issued Friday from his home 
in Paris where he lives in exile. Bakhriar 
urged all Iranians to join his movement in 
saving Iran from the handful of “self-styled 


religionists" people (who) have “crushed Ira- 
nian culture and civilization." 

Bakhtiar recently was the target of an 
Iranian-inspired assassination bid. His aides 
said they could give no detais on the new 
movement. In the western city of Rennes, 
police banned Iranian students from conduct- 
ing a procession in support of the Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini and their comrades 
arrested in the L^nited States. 


Tel Aviv bomb injures 5 Israelis 


TEL AVIV, Aug. 9 ( AP) — A bomb blast 
in a park outside Tel Aviv wounded five 
Israelis on Saturday, a spokesman for the 
military command said. One of the injured 
was reported in serious condition. The other 
four were treated for light wounds. 

The blast occurred in the Canada Park. 


near Latrun, about 20 miles southeast of Tel 
Aviv, when the park was crowded with pic- 
nickers on Sabbath outings. 

The spokesman said authorities suspected 
the bomb was place by Palestinains fighting 
Israeli occupation. Police and troops combed 
the area. 


Former Pakistani leader, Yahya Khan, dies 


ISLAMABAD, Aug. 9 (AFP) — Former 
Pakistani President Gen. Yahya Khan died 
Friday night in Rawalpindi after a long ill- 
ness, it was reported here. The general, who 
was 63, was president of Pakistan from 
1969 to 1971. 

Born in Peshawar on Feb. 4, 1917 Agha 
Muhammad Yahya Khan was educated at 
Punjab University and the Indian Military 
Academy. He saw service on the northwest 
frontier before World War II and in the 
Middle East and Italy during the war. 

Ar Pakistan’s independence he set up a 
military staff college and became in tufn 
chief of staff and commander in chief of the 


Pakistani army. He took over as president 
tin March 1969 from Avub Khan, following 
j ■ latter’s decisioo to hand over power to 
.e army in the face of mourning unrest. 

The new president imposed martial law 
and over the nexr year outlined wide- 
ranging constitutional reform with a federal 
system, general elections, unrestricted 
political activity and more provincial aut- 
onomy. 

The country' s first general elections on 
the basis of one man, one vote, saw large 
majorities in West Pakistan for Zulfikar Ali 
Bhutto’s Pakistan People's Party and in 


East Pakistan for Sheikh Mujibur Rah- 
man's Awami League. 

The president failed to reconcile the dif- 
ferences between the two and in March 
1971 East Pakistan, backed by India, sec- 
eded as Bangladesh. Pakistan lost the war 
which followed with India and Gen. Yahya 
Khan resigned in December 1971, to be 
succeeded by Bhutto. 

The new president placed his successor 
under house arrest in January 1972 but 
released him in July 1974. Gen. Yahya 
Khan played no further pan in Pakistani 
politics. 


Young Muslims 
warn against 
Jerusalem status 


KUALA LUMPUR. Malaysia Aug. 9 
(Agencies) — The Asian Youth Council 
Saturday warned governments throughout 
the world not to recognize Jerusalem as the 
capital of Israel. The council also urged gov- 
ernments to move their embassy’s from 
Jerusalem back to Tel Aviv. 

Its president Azham Wahab, said in a 
statement here Saturday that the council 
viewed with deep concern the illegal annexa- 
tion of Arab East Jerusalem into a united Jew- 
ish capital. 

The Israeli Parliament's action confirmed 
the belligerent action of the Menahem Begin 
government and its complete disregard Tor 
the rights of the Palestinians and the religious 
significance of Jerusalem to both Muslims 
and Christians, Azham added. 

Azham also called on the United Nations 
to impose mandatory economic and political 
sanctions against Israel. Youth organization 
throughout the world were also urged to con- 
demn the Israeli proclamation. 

A commentary on the Riyadh Radio also 
urged the United States not to veto any Sec- 
urity Council resolution on the disputed city. 
The council is expected to convene next week 
to consider Israel's recent decision to proc- 
laim Jerusalem, including the occupied Arab 
sector, the undivided capital of the Jewish 
state. 

The 40- nation Islamic Conference Organ- 


ization has already called for sanctions to be 
imposed against Israel. "Passive resolutions 
by the Security Council could lead to a war or 
push Israel into more provocations," Riyadh 
Radio said. 

The U.S. could ease the situation if it did 
not "pass a death sentence on any resolution 
which served the cause of peace and which 
discouraged Israel from carrying on with its 
adventurism” the radio said. 

It added “the U.S. can demonstrate to the 
world that its concern for Israel" s existence 
does not mean it approves the destruction of 
other states, the extermination to innocent 
people and the forfeiting of the rights of the 
.Arab nation." 

Saudi Arabia" Iraq and the L^nited Arab 
Emirates ( LLAE) have said they would break 
relations with any country which recognized 
Jerusalem as the capital of Israel. 

Iraq and Saudi Arabia were reliably 
reported Friday to be seriously considering 
the feasibility of a selective oil embargo 
against countries which recognize Jerusalem 
according to Arab diplomatic sources in 
Beirut. 

"There have been contacts between Iraq 
and other Arab countries, and the eventuality 
of using the oil weapon was specifically men- 
tioned as pan of the conomic boycott cited in 
the joint communique." one Arab diplomat 
said. He refused to be identified. 


Council may meet 
on Eid al-Fitr day

UNITED NATIONS. Aug. 9 — A major- 
ity of the Islamic states favor holding the 
emergency U.N. Security Council session on 
Israel's actions in Jerusalem next Tuesday, 
the first day of Eid al-Fitr. in a symbolic ges- 
ture to demonstrate the importance of the 
Jerusalem question to Muslims around the 
world. 

Plans were underway earlier in the week to 
hold the session Friday but now momentum is 
favoring a session to begin on the first day of 
the Muslim holiday. 

Some Islamic states feel the holding of a 
U.N. session on Eid al-Fitr would be inap- 
propriate, but most of the Islamic countries 
support the idea of a Tuesday session. U.N. 
sources said. 

“ To meet on the first day of the holiday 
would demonstrate to the world how serious 
we are about the Jerusalem issue . " one dip- 
lomat said. 

Meanwhile, sources said the United States 
has indicated privately to supporters of the 
session that it does not want to discuss the 
subject of Jerusalem at all. and will veto an 
expected resolution calling for sanctions 
against Israel . 


America's Western European allies have 
hinted they will abstain from the vote, the 
sources said. 

Islamic delegates at the U.N. are circulat- 
ing a working paper which calls for the 
implementation of sanctions against the 
Zionist state, under Chapter Seven of the 
U.N. Charter, because of Israel non- 
compliance with U.N. resolutions on 
Jerusalem. 

The working paper uses the same ter- 
minology employed by the U.S. in its own 
working paper which sought sanctions 
against Iran for the hostage incident. The use 
of identical wording was seen here as an 
attempt to ambanass the Carter administra- 
tion. sources said. 

The United Arab Emirates, supported by 
Jordan and Pakistan, is trying to convince 
other Islamic states to support a draft resolu- 
tion which spells out specific sanctions 
against Israel, rather than a general state- 
ment on the subject. 

An Islamic working group, consisting of 
Tunisia. Niger and Bangladesh, has been 
formed to lobby among delegates from the 
nonaligned. Western, and Eastern countries 
in an effort to win support for the draft resol- 
ution. sources said.

But designating Shedgum as the east- 
ern terminusof the line, only a few kilometers 
were added, while providing the possibility of 
being able to divert Shedgum NGL to Yanbu 
if necessary. Initially the line will carry 
methane to power the pump stations of the 
parallel East- West crude oil line, a separate 
porject.

The line will start carrying NGL in 
December of 1981. Full-scale operations will 
begin a year later at which time the line will 
transport 270.000 barrels of liquids per day.

Okaz editorial 

With an increase in the number of cars, 
pressure continues to mount regarding 
traffic movement each year. While rbe 
authorities encounter the situation by 
expanding roads and making parking 
areas, the traffic department contributes 
its own effort by employing its men and 
machinery to cope with the rising pressure 
on traffic. 

In major cities, large parking places are 
consuucted including the mold-floor 
parking lots that can absorb a large 
number of cars in a relatively short space.. 
But if these projects are taken in hand in' 
the interest of traffic, they sbo uld not be at ' 
the cost of either the pedestrians or the 
beauty of the roads. Although we know- 
that it is very necessary to have such park-, 
ing areas, we would still urge the. 
municipalities and the traffic department; 
to take into consideration the position pf 
the residential blocks and the beauty of 
the town itself. 

If the parking areas were to be m excess 
of building plots and other establishments 
are squeezed together in a small area, it 
would not be considered a justifiable 
proportion. In the case of pedestrians, we 
haven't heard of any project except the 
sidewalk while we had thought that the 
municipalities would earmark special 
lanes for them. However, we have heard 
about King Abdul Aziz street ' being 
turned into a place for pedestrians only, 
but it seems the idea has been unaccept- 
able for reasons best known to the traffic 
department. -

Violence continues 

22 Turks sentenced to death 


ADANA, Turkey Aug. 9 (Agencies) — A 
Turkish military court has sentenced 22 
right-wing extremists to death and acquited 
411 accused of taking part in 1978 riots bet- 
ween left and right-wing extremists that kil- 
led 111 people. 

In the largest mass trial in Turkey's history, 
14 additional people were sentenced to life in 
prison and 304 were given sentences of six to 
24 years. Prosecutors had asked for much 
suffer penalties and criticized the court for 
being too lenient on the right-wing extrem- 
ists. 

The trial of 835 people dragged on for a 
year. Two defendants died and two gave birth 
during the proceedings. The court has drop- 
ped some cases and ordered further investig- 
ation of some others. The charges, ranging 
from "mass slaughter” to “incitement to 
murder," stemmed from three days of politi- 
cal and religious violence between two sects. 
In Kahramanmaras, in southwest Turkev 
Dec. 1978. 

The incidents included the shooting of two 
left-wing school teachers and the machete 
murder of a man who refused to admit his 
sect, and the killing of a woman whose eye 
was gouged out with a screwdriver, according 
to the prosecution. 

Meanwhile, political violence continued, 
taking the lives of 24 persons in the last 24 
hours, official sources said. In Adana, a uni- 
versity student killed a railroad employee and 
was in turn killed by troops. At Gaziantep, 
terrorists killed a religious man and his wife 
who were known to be extreme-rightists 

politically. 

Reliable sources in the capital said that an 
army captain and four soldiers, an attorney 
and two leaders of the extre me- rightist young 
idealist association had been arrested and 
accused of letting two condemned terrorists 
escape from custody July 26. The two 
escapees bad been sentenced to death for 
killing five persons and wounding 12 in a 
machine-gun attack on a cafe frequented by 
leftists. 

One of the prisoners had taken advantage 
of the noise being made by a pneumatic 
hammer in the street to drill a hole in the 
ceiling of the prison's cell. The pair then don- 
ned army uniforms and made their way from 
the Maraak military prison . The two guards at 
the jaiTs main entrance also were involved in 
the escape. 

As the hundreds of defendants stood to 
hear their sentences in a stifling indoor bas- 
ketball arena, it was hard to believe they were 
any different from the shopkeepers, peasants 
and housewives bustling outside in this 
southern Turkish city. 

The defendants who stood before the 
military tribunal ranged in age from 18 to 70. 
Apart from a handful of right-wing extrem- 
ists, who shouted “this is a communist trial" 
and swore at the judges as they were led 
away, most of the accused stood silently 
awaiting the sentence which moved toward 
them row by row, defendant by defendant. 

A 60-yeax-old shopkeeper beard the pres- 


iding judge free him with the one word 
“beraaiine" (acquitted) second after the 
25-year-old laborer who stood beside him 
had walked dazed from the court on hearing 
his verdict "cdum" (death). 

Meanwhile, in Instanbul, terrified by the 
political violence which kills 20 people a day, 
ordinary Turks lock themselves into their 
houses early each evening and are even afraid 
to sit at a. cafe and drink a cup of coffee. 
Businessmen, afraid they will be assassi- 


nated, travel with bodyguards and change 
their route to work every day. Bombs go off 
unpredictably in downtown Istanbul and 
pedestrians scream and flee. 

The government has relaxed gun control 
laws under pressure from people who say 
they want to protect themselves. Now virtu- 
ally any professional can own a gun. Men in 
eastern Turkey are damanding submachine 
guns as part of their brides 1 dowries, travel- 
lers from rural areas sav. 


400 Turks pray in annex 
adjacent to Ay a Sophia 


ISTANBUL, Aug. 9 (AP) — About 400 
Turks held Muslim prayers in an ornate 
annex adjacent to the 6th-century 
Byzantine-built Aya Sophia Friday, ending a 
controversy between Muslim fundamental- 
ists and secular groups in this NATO- 
m ember country'. 

The devout Turks put on white caps and 
knelt in prayers while a Muslim sheikh 
recited verses from the Koran, for the first 


British, French, 
U.S. aides meet 
Jerusalem sheikh 

JERUSALEM, Aug. 9{A .FP) — The 
British, French and U.S. consuls in 
Jerusalem have met with Islamic Council 
Chairman Sheik Hi! mi Mohtaseb here, 
for talks which one newspaper Thursday 
called “unprecedented;' 

The talks were confirmed Friday by 
French consul M, Roche, who said thev 
were held Thursday and concerned 
recent political developments. 

The Israeli daily Maori v called the 
meeting unprecedented, adding that 
sheik Mohtaseb explained Arab views 
and asked the diplomats to convey Arab 
feelings to their respective governments. 

Maariv reported he told the consuls 
that the Israeli Knesset 5 s proclamation 
of Jerusalem as “undivided" capital of 
the Jewish state “deeply shocked" the 
city Arab population, with young people 
feeling the only solution was to move 
elsewhere. 

The daily also reported that a second 
Arab esiate agent had been murdered 
this week in a village near Jerusalem, 
after Abdelrahman Ayad was stabbed 
Monday evening as he left a cafe in Sil- 
wan. 

Police named the second agent as 
Abdel Pasha Yassin, but refused to give 
any inftomarion on the case, sources 
Friday said Ayad was probably sus- 
pected of doing business with Israelis in 
the West Bank. 


Cypriots resume talks in bid 
to find solution for island 


NICOSIA. Aug. 9 (Agencies) — The 
Greek and Turkish communities of Cyprus 
resumed negotiations Saturday to work out a 
permanent solution to the future of this 
Mediterranean island. The Greek side was 
represented by George Ioannides. the Turks 
by Suleyman Onan. 

United Nations permanent representative 
in Nicosia Hugo; 1 Gobbi opened the session, 
at a hotel near the boundary between the 
Greek and Turkish sectors of the island, with 
a statement by U.N. Secretary General Kurt 
Waldheim. Waldheim recalled that both 
sides had expressed support for a federal sol- 
ution with bi-zonal territorial rights and rec- 
ognized the validity of an agreement signed 
in Feb. 12, 1977 between the late President. 
Makarios and Turkish Leader Rauf Denk- 
tash, and another signed on May last year by 
President Spyros Kyprianou and Denktash. 

The secretary general noted that the cur- 
rent session would discuss the following 
items: 

— Constitutional problems. 

— territorial aspects of the conflict. 

— The resettling of the Greek town of 
Varosha in Famagusta to the east of the 
island, which has been occupied since 1 974 
by Turkish troops. This resettling is to be 
supervised by the United nations. 


The first working session was scheduled for 
Sep. 15. At the opening session, both negotiators 
expressed their hopes of reaching rapid 
agreement on an end to the lengthy dispute. 
Negotiations were broken off in June last 
year after disagreement over the wording of 
another statement by Waldheim. 

The root of the problem is the total lack of 
trust between the two communities, each 
suspecting the othei of bad faith and ulterior 
motives.

The annex, an unimposing structure, was 
used as the Ottoman sultans' prayer room for 
about two centuries. Its proximity to the Aya 
Sophia, considered by scholars to be one of 
the major Christian houses of worship, 
focused attention on Muslim extremists’ calls 
for permission to pray inside the shrine.

Libya , Cyprus 
sign 2 accords 
on culture ties 

LIBYA, Aug. 9 (AP) — Libya and Cyprus 
signed two agreements Friday for coopera- 
tion in the fields of culture and information, 
an official announcement said. But govern- 
ment sources said a Libyan request for the 
establishment of a radio relay station on this 
east Mediterranean island as part of the 
agreement has not yet been met. 

The radio request apparently delayed the 
signing of the agreement for five days. An 
earlier announcement had said that Libyan 
Foreign Minister Mohammed Hegazi and 
Cypriot Foreign Minister Nicosn Rolandis 
would have signed the agreements last Mon- 
day, the day Hegazi originally planned to 
leave Cyprus to return home. 

The Cyprus government spokesman. Mil- 
tiades Christodoulou, stated the Libyan radio 
station was“being studied." but government 
sources that did not wish to be identified said 
the Cyprus government was unlikely to 
agree, fearing the relay of Libyan programs 
from Cyprus to the Middle East might dis- 
please other Arab states with which it main- 
tains dose relations.

NEW YORK. Aug. 9 JAP) - Some- 
thing very’ strange and wonderful is going 
on in Wall Street. Old-timers who can 
recall ancient eras like the 1960s. testify 
that it looks, feels and sounds like a bull 
market /or stocks. 

The most obvious evidence of this 
phenomenon, of course, is the dramatic 
rise of stock prices over the last four 
months. The Down Jones Average of 3D 
Industrials, which stood around 737 late 
in the afternoon of March 27. closed Fri- 
day at a three year high of 954.69. 

the average's 23.21 -point rise over the 
past week was its 1 1th gain in the past 15 
u'eeks. The New York Stock Exchange 
Composite Index was up 1 .57 at 70.81 on 
the week, and the American Stock 
Exchange Market Value Index was up 
5.6y at 319. 

Trading volume, meanwhile, continued 
at a blistering pace. Turnover on the Big 


Board averaged 50.56 million shares a 
day, against 47.S6 million the week 
before. 

There are other tell tale symptoms as 
well. Money is actually pouring in for a 
change, to mutual funds that invest in 
stocks. One magazine recently spoke of 
mutual-fund investing as "an idea whose 
lime has come again." New issues are 
booming. "This is the hottest market for 
initial public offerings since the late '60s," 
savs Norman Fosback, editor of a letter 
called "iVew Issues ’ ’ published in Fort 
Lauderdwle, Florida. 

Joseph Granville, an influential techni- 
cal analyst, recalled early this month: 
"The Dow Jones industrial average has 
gone up 177 points since April 21st, the 
da> 1 sent out a buy flash. This was the 
rally that 'wasn't supposed ro last.’ . 

This type of behavior hasn't been seen 
much in the financial community for the 
past decade, the Dow Jones Industrials 


made almost no net progress through the 
1970s, while the cost of living was just 
about doubling in the country. 

There were occasions, naturally, when 
the market went up for a while. Bui each 
rime, it proved to be a false start. It’s 
clearly possible that the rally of J 9S0 will 
falter as well. The Value Line Unvestment 
Survey, which has been consistently 
optimistic for the past several years about

W. Germany tops investment list 


PARIS. Aug. 9 (AFP) — West Germany 
attracted more foreign investment than any 
other country in Western Europe during the 
first quarter of this year, the publication 
Global Investment Flows said.

Thirteen direct investment projects were 
announced in West Germany during rhe 
quarter. Seven had their origins in the United 
States, two in the Netherlands, two in Britain, 
one in Sweden and one in Japan.

Egypt must have felt being cheated by the United States and 
Israei as the Israeli parliament decides to complete its annexa- 
tion of Jerusalem by formalizing its seizure of the holy city. 
The Egyptian regime had staked all. even in the eyes of many 
American leaders, by signing the useless Camp David accords 
and believing American promises to wrest valuable conces- 
sions from Israel in the serivce of peace in the region.

4 Chinese Muslims don’ t believe in God’

URUMOL Western China — 

Islam is showing fresh vigour in China, but ques- 
tions remain about its future in the Communist state 
as the older generation of believers dies away. 

Over the past couple of years, a number of mos- 
ques have been reopened, but the government pol- 
icy is linked to the need to impr ove conditions for 
China's national minorities at home, and the coun- 
try's image abroad. Muslims in China still have little 
contact with outside world and the events in 
Afghanistan and Iran have had little noticeable 
impact. 

In China’s far western region of Xinjiang, a 
senior minority and religious affairs official. Su 
Motong. said: 

"During the Cultural Revolution, people would 
be beaten up forgoing to mosques." he said. "Now. 
the government has reiterated its policy (on religi- 
ous affairs/ and has prepared mosques, but this does 
not mean there ts an increase in the number of the 
faithful." 

The areas with the largest concentrations of 
"ethnic Muslims" are the Xinjiang Uighur auton- 
omous region in the far west of The country, the 
neighboring province of Gansu, and the Ningxia 
Hui autonomous region bordering Gansu and Inner 
Mongolia. 

These three areas account for some 9 A million 
people traditionally regarded as Muslims out of a 
total area population of 34.7 million, while another 
3.6 million "ethnic Muslims" are scattered else- 
where in China, according to a paper published by 
the Chinese Islamic Association for an Interna- 
tional Islamic Conference in Pakistan earlier this 
year. 

"Ethnic Muslims" can be described as people 
who follow Muslim customs in such matters as diet 
and living habits and who belong to ethnic groups 
who have adhered to the Islamic faith in the past, 
but who are not necessarily tree believers in the 
Islamic religion. 

In Xinjiang, for example, the following minority- 
groups are regarded as traditional Muslims: 
Uighurs 5.6 million. K harass SOO.OOO. Huis 
500.00V*. Khirsires luo.uuo. Tajiks 23,000, 
Uzbeks 7.000. Tatars 3.000. 

Su Motong nf the Xinjiang minority and religious 
affairs commission said it was difficult to estimate 
the number of true believers in the region, as 
opposed to "ethnic Muslims". 

"It is hard to say how many true believers there 
are because religious belief is a private matter, not a 
matter for the state." he said. 

Abdulla Rey imu. a Uighur peasant a: the Turfan 
Oasis in t'nc Gobi Desert southeast of the Xinjiang 
capital of Urumqi. explained his attitude toward 
Islam in this way:" The Uighur as a nation believes 
in Islam, but we don't believe in Allah." 

The iman at the Foreign Lane Mosque in 
Urumqi. Abdullah Hadji, estimated the number of 
true believers in Xinjiang out of the "ethnic Mus-

The Japanese are forging alliances and battle 
plans for an international car war that could leave 
only eight surv iving manufacturers by the end of the 
decade.

700.000. If this estimate is roughly accurate and 
also reflects the situation elsewhere in the country, 
the actual number of Muslim faithful in China Is 
around 1.3 million. Most Chinese Muslims are Sun- 
nis by tradition, with a smaller number of Shi'ites. 

Su Motong said that according to last year's 
statistics, there were nearly 5.000 mosques in Xin- 
jiang, which would give them an average congrega- 
tion of 140. 

(The Muslim association said in its paper there 
were 1,900 mosques in Xinjiang, bui there was no 
way in explaining the discrepancy.) 

Abdullah Hadji said the number of worshippers 
at the Foreign Lane Mosque had more than dou- 
bled over the past couple of years to over 300 at the 
main Friday prayers.Hc said Urumqi itself has 24 
mosques, while the ancient silk road city of Kashgar 
with a population of some SOO.OOO in the far wesi^f 
Xinjiang close to the Soviet border, had more than 
120. 

Gansu province, with desert in the north adjoin- 
ing Xinjiang and Loess land in the south, has an 
“ethnic Muslim population of just over 1.140.000 
out of a total population of 18,940.000, according 
to provincial and Islamic Association figures. 

The "ethnic Muslims" are mostly Hui and Dong- 
xiang with a few thousand Bao-an and Khazak, and 
a handful of Uighurs. 

There are two mosques in the provincial capital, 
Lanzhou. Officials at the bigger mosque, a rectan- 
gular, red-brick building which replaced a smaller 
mosque destroyed during the Cultural Revolution, 
said work on it started this year and it was due to be 
completed in October. 

The officials at this mosque said about 500 per- 
sons came to worship on Fridays out of a total 
population of some two million for Lanzhou and its 
suburbs. 

Provincial officials said there were other mosques 
in villages and rural communes in traditionally Mus- 
lim areas, but they had no idea of the number. 

Ningxia Hui autonomous region, lying to the east 
of Gansu, has a population of over 3.6 million, of 
which more than one-third are traditionally Muslim 
Hui people. 

Ningxia is one of the areas still closed to foreig- 
ners. but there is no reason to suppose that the 
attitude of the regional authorities toward religion 
differs much from neighboring Gansu. 

Inner Mongolia where the Mongol population is 
Lamaist by tradition, has 28.000 Muslim believers, 
mainly Hui. according to the imam at the bigger of 
the two mosques in the regional capital Hohhot. 

The imam said that between 700 and S00 people 
came to Friday prayers at the mosque, which 
reopened in July last year after being shut down in 
1 966 at the stair of the Cultural Revolution. More 
than 300 people attended the city's other mosque, 
he said. 

The Chinese Islamic Association says there are 
also 50.000 Muslims and eight mosques in the 
ancient city of Zian in Shenxi province, and 


1 60.000 Muslims and two mosques in Peking. 

The figures for Zian and Peking, however, 
appear to refer to "ethnic Muslims", probably 
mainly Hui, rather than true believers. Peking's 
Dong Si Mosque, for example, sees around 1,000 
worshippers for the most important ceremonies. 

Article 46 of the present Chinese constitution 
states: "Citizens enjoy freedom to believe in relig- 
ion and freedom not to believe in religion and to 
propagate atheism." 

TTiis compares with the statement in Article 88 of 
the original 1954 constitution: "Citizens of the 
People's Republic of China enjoy freedom of 
religious belief." 

Constitutional guarantees of religion, however, 
fell into disrepute at the start of the Maoist Cultural 
Revolution in 1966. Mosques, temples and 
churches were closed and in many cases desecrated, 
the clergy of different faiths maltreated and dis- 
persed, and the faithful persecuted. 

Chinese Muslims acknowledge that in some ways 
they fared better than members of other reJigiqds 
during the 10 years of the Cultural '‘Revolution 
because ofiheechnie character of Islam in the coun- 
try. 

But mosques were closed, believers were beaten 
up an members of Muslim communities made to 
renounce traditional customs. In Xinjiang, for 
example. Su Motong said imams had been forced to 
raise pigs and eat pork during the Cultural Revolu- 
tion. later losing their religious positions as a result. 

There are also persistent stories of imams being 
forced to parade through streets with pigs' heads 
tied around their necks. A Muslim from Kashgar 
saidrhe mosques in that great central Asian city had 
been closed in 1966 and turned into workshops, 
shops and stores during the Cultural Revolution. 

TTie main mosque in Hohhot. over 200 years old 
and externally in very good shape, escaped damage 
during the Cultural Revolution because Red 
Guards used it to store food they had looted from 
families in the area, the imam said 

The fourth national conference of the Chinese 
Islamic Association was held in Peking in April, the 
first such national meeting since 1963. Politics 
immediately crept into the meeting, with the associ- 
ation president. al-Hadj i Burhan. making a declara- 
tion of support in his opening speech for Arabs 
fighting Israelis and Afghans opposing the Soviet 
Union. 

The meeting was also told by the director of the 
government's religious affairs bureau, Xiao Xianfu, 
that religious believers and atheists were political 
and social equals in China and that freedom of 
religion would remain a long-term and fundamental 
policy of the Chinese Communist Party. 

He said fairly large number of people in China 
were religious believers and religion belonged to 
the ideological sphere and could not be dealt with 
by compulsion. 

He made two other points which have direct 
bearing on the government' s domestic and foreign 
policies: 


— Allowing freedom of religion would help pro- 
mote unity and rally all possible forces for the coun- 
try’s modernization program. 

— Many people in other countries believed in 
religion, and Islam in particular had widespread 
influence in Third World countries, espeddly in 
Asia, the Middle East and North Africa. 

But, Xiao added; “Freedom of religion requires 
that the socialist road be upheld, requires maintain- 
ing the leadership of the Communist Party and 
maintaining the proletarian dictatorship," the New 
China News Agency reported. 

In June, the People ’ s Daily, the organ of the 
Communist Party, warned that religious freedom 
could only be guaranteed with the official supervi- 
sion of religious activities! 

“Citizens of the People’s Republic of China, no 
matter what religion they believe in... must make 
the unity of the country their first priority. Personal 
religious activities and the good of individual sects 
must yield to. the greater situation," it said. 

In. return jj^ religifluisupporL the government is 
-showing it will smooth 'the way for the faithful. 

There is still concern among imams, however, 
over the future of the faith unless more young peo- 
ple can be attracted. "More people are coming to 
the mosque, but very few young people” said 
Abdulla Hadji in Urumqi. “We are considering the 
question of how to attract young people, but we 
have no proposals yeL" 

Officials at the new mosque in Lanzhou also said 
only a few young people attended prayers. 

In Hohhot, on the other hand, the imam of the 
bigger mosque said the number of believers has 
increased in the last few years, including young 
people.” 

He said there was no Koranic school, but "there 
are more and more young people coming here to 
study after work, so there is no sign of Islam dying 
out.” 

Officials in Urumqi said a regional Muslim con- 
ference. the first since 1956. had recently agreed 
that private Koranic schools would not be permit- 
ted “because the government does not know what is 
being taught." 

The government will set up schools for teaching 
the Koran and other subjects, such as religious 
policies." they said. 

A broadcast by Lanzhou radio in late July, how- 
ever, said the National Islamic Association had 
agreed " that no youngsters under 18 years of age 
should be allowed to particiapte in religious 
activities.” 

Together with increased religious freedom and a 
greater degree of autonomy for minority groups, 
the government theme now is unity among Otio^s 
diverse nationalities. This is being echoed in the 
mosque. 

Abdulla Hadji at the Urumqi Foreign Lane Mos- 
que said: “The slogan now is to ‘love the jnofher- 
land, love science and love religion.' We must call 
on all members to get united and work for China’s 
modernization

massive amounts of investment capital needed in 
the 1 vSOsto cope with the technological revolution.

Some years ago, because of its lack of domestic 
muscle. Japan's No. 4. Mitsubishi, was glad to sign a 
marketing agreement with the then giant Chrysler 
Corporation. 

Now Mitsubishi finds itself unable to avoid a 
leading role in Chrysler' s battle for survivaL Other 
Japanese manufacturers see an object lesson in 
thar. 

Cars account for more than 20 per cent of total 
Japanese exports and are vital now that the country 
is in a persistent balance of payments deficit due to 
rising oil import costs. Cats also prop up the Japan- 
ese steel industry, whose export markets are shrink- 
ing. 

Last year total motor vehicle production was 9.6 
million units, of which 4.5 million were exported. 
Passenger car production was 6.2 million units,, of 
which 50 per cent were shipped overseas, almost 
half of those to the United States. 

Toyota's Kawamoto thinks this is about the right 
balance. In fact, Toyota's export ratio is about 47 
per cent. That may look like a lot, until yoir-realise 
that both West Germany and France export mUch 
more than half their total production, he says. 

But because of the scale of Japan’s production— 
on the heels of the United States with twice the 


population — the percentages still make up an 
awful lot' of cars flooding other people's markets. 

Assembly lines are almost entirely automated. 
Robots do 96 per cent of the spot-welding al one of 
Nissan’s newest plants, and the company plans to 

put robots to painting and pressing car bodies soon. 

Japanese labor costs are at least half those of their 
main foreign competitors. With robots doing most 
of the work, the majority of Datsun s 50:000 work- 
ers are engaged in research and development, and 
they establish a solid netweork of dealers before * 
single car is shipped. 

A recent government report says no comparable 
effort is made by the Americans and Europe^ 
which is why only 35.000 foreign cars were sold 
here last year. 

The report says, for example, that American, 
manufacturers ship gas-guzzling domestic mode® 
to Japan without considering that this country, I»k» 
Britain, is right-hand drive, and without conform- 
ing to Japanese safety and environmental reqtre^' 
ments. Dealers have to spend a lot of money on 
modifications, and then want a high profit. mai^o 
for a small market — hence the tripling- of 

original factory price.

There are players who 
indulge regularly in deceptive 
bidding. There is nothing 
wrong with this style, 
provided the practitioner can 
point to more successes than 
failures in practicing the art. 

The danger " that lies in 
making these fancy bids is 
that all too often the fancy 
bidder deceives his partner 
instead of the opponents. 
Nevertheless, there are 
occasions when a well- 
calculated deceptive move 
can be so perfectly timed that 
there’s only a small chance of 


partner getting hooked and a 
good chance of harpooning one 
of the opponents. 

Consider the present deal, 
where Edith Kemp oE Miami 
Beach held the South hand. 
Her partner bid one notrump. 
indicating 12 to 14 points, and 
East overcalled with two 
spades. 

It was obvious at once to 
Mrs. Kemp that East-West 
had the better hands, 
especially in view of their 
known spade fit. There was 
not much point to a routine bid 
of three hearts; the enemy 
could clearly outbid her side in 
spades. So Mrs. Kemp 
announced she had spade 
strength by bidding two 
notrump, hoping in this way to 
stop her opponents from 
climbing sky-high in spades. 

West had much too good a 
hand to bid less than four 
spades, and when this came 
around to Mrs. Kemp she bid 
five hearts. West doubled and 
that ended the bidding. West 
then led the K-Q-A of clubs and 
five hearts doubled eventually 
went down one — 100 points. 

Even if West had led a 
diamond and gotten a ruff, 
Mrs. Kemp would still have 
gone down only two — 30*1 
points. This would also have 
been a cheap save, 
considering that East-West 
could have scored 480 points 
by bidding a game in spades, 
ur 980 points by bidding a slam 
in spades.

Evert wins 
set for final 
with Jaeger 

INDIANAPOLIS. Aug. 9 (AP) — Top- 
seeded Chris Evert Lloyd of the United 
States, who has never lost in the U.S. Open 
Clay Court tennis tournament, beat ailing 
Ivanna Madruga of Argentina 6-4, 3-0 Fri- 
day night and advanced to Saturday’s final 
round against 1 5-year-old American “wun- 
derlrind” Andrea Jaeger. 

Madruga retired after losing the first three 
gam es in the second set, and her trainer said 
she was suffering from heat exhaustion and 
severe indigestion. 

Lloyd, a five-time, U.S. Clay Court champ- 
ion, won her 30th straight match here to set 
up Saturday* s finale. Jaeger, trying to become 
the youngest clay court champion ever, 
shocked No. 2 seeded Evonne Goolagong, 
Cawley 6-4, 6-2 in Frida/ s first semifinal. 

Jaeger also teamed with Czechoslovakia's 
Regina Marsikova and reached the semifinals 
in doubles with a 6-4, 6-3 victory over Lele 
Forood and Candy Reynolds of the United 
States. 

Saturda/s singles winner win take home 
$30,000, or $10,000 more than Lloyd earned 
with the title last year. The loser will pocket 
$15,000 of the $350,000 purse. 
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first round. After two rounds of play, only 
three men remained under par and Nicklaus 
was one of them. Nicklaus, who re-asserted 
himself as a major force in the game he once 
ruled alone in bus recent, dramatic U.S Open 
triumph, birdied the last hole for a 69 that left 
him a angle stroke back in his quest of a 
record equalling fifth PGA title, and a 17th 
major professional title. 

He was on the same mark as tied with Lon 
Winkle, who like Nicklaus, birdied the last 
hole for a 9 and a total of 139. 

While Nicklaus and Hinkle were perform- 
ing their last-hole heroics, however, the 
course and the wind and the heal extracted 
their toll from some of the game's premier 
players. Chief among them wereTom Watson, 
first round leader Craig Stadler and defend- 
ing champion David Graham of Australia. 

Watson, the British Open champion and 
the outstanding player in the game for the last 
four years, struggled to a 74 that left him at 
149 and in danger of missing the cut for the - 
nal .two rounds. He made it at the cut-off 
figure. 

Stadler, who held the first round lead 
alone, slipped to a 75 that put him at 142, 
three shots back. Graham, who was within 
striking distance of the lead after an opening 
69, went to a 75 — including a triple bogey — 
that put him at 144. 

Curtis Strange, with a 72, was alone in 
fourth place at 140, only two off the lead. 
Johnny Mille'r, who capped his comeback 
with a victory earlier this year, was next at 
71-141. 

The group at 142, in addition to Sta- 
dler, included Bfll Rogers, Artie McNickle 
Howard Twitty, Gary Koch and Dave 
Eicbelberger. Eichelberger had a 70. Koch, 


Rogers and McNickle had 71s in the muggy 
heat. Twitty s 74 included an “8” on the 
. par-4 fifth, one of the holes that had been 
redesigned for this tournament and probably 
the most difficult on the course, 

Lee Trevino, who scored the first victory of 
his career here in the 1 968 U.S. Open, had to 
birdie three of the last five holes fora 71 that 
left him at 145. South African veteran Gary 
Player was 74-146. Arnold Palmer had 
another 74 for a 148 total. 

Morgan, playing with Nicklaus in one of 
the late starring times, bad to work hard over 
the last eight holes to gain the lead. He was 
three over par for the day after 10 holes, then 
birdied the next two holes putts in the 4-5 
meter range. And he took sole control of the 
lead with a 5-iron shot that stopped only one

Nicklaus, who has played well and putted 
uncertainly most of the season, had a surpris- 
ingly erratic round — but got out of it with one 
of the three sub-par rounds of the day.

Moses hurdles 
to 47th straight 
400m victory 

BERLIN, Aug. 9 1 AFP) — American 
Edwin Moses came through Friday night with 
the sort of stellar performance expected of 
the man who has now won 47 straight races. 

The hurdler ripped across the 400 meter 
hurdles in 47.17. the second best perfor- 
mance of all time, bettered only by his own 
world record 47.13. Moses has now run the 
eight best 400m hurdle times in history. 

The 32,000 fans gathered in the Olympic 
Stadium in West Berlin cheered so wild’y that 
Moses ran a second lap of honor. 

Record-breaking fireworks were not to be 
found in the other events but the Americans 
looked their strongest on the European tour 
so far with 13 wins in 21 events. 

West German Karl-Hans Giehm won the 
hammer with a throw of 79.26, shorter than 
his usual 80m range. American Larry 
My ricks had a similar, relatively easy win in 
the long jump with 8.08 while Frenchman 
Thierry Vigneron continued his recovery 
from his Olympicdisasrer by winning the pole 
\ault with 5.50m.

When bells were tidied throughout the city 
at 1 1:1)2 a.m. the moment the bomb was 
dropped from an American B25 bomber, 
some 2‘UMiii people attending the 35th 
anniversary ceremony at the peace park also 
offered a minute of prayer. 

Ftn Wednesday similar ceremonies were 


held in Hiroshima marking the 35th anniver- 
sary of the world* s first atomic bombs attack 
in the closing days of World War U. An esti- 
mated 14I.U.KK) people were killed in the blast 
in Hiroshima. 

Foreign representatives to the 1 980 World 
Ban-the-Bomb Conference, opening at 
Nagasaki later Saturday, were among those 
attending the peace park ceremony. 

For the first time, a group of Koreans who 
were living in the Nagasaki area on the day 
the bomb was dropped, were invited to the 


Strikers riot in Sri Lanka 


COLOMBO. Sri Lanka Aug. 9 (R) — 
About I mi people were injureJ when sacked 
strikers rampaged through Sri Lanka's capi- 
tal. lobbing bombs, wrecking shops and 
attacking bystanders, police said. 

Armored trucks and troops were sent into 
the city center and police made baton charges 
to disperse the crowd of about 300. They said 
the riot was quelled after half an hour. 

The injured included a government 
member of parliament. Mahendra 
Wijeratine. who wjs badly beaten near Parli- 
ament and was later m a grave condition in 
hospital, a government spokesman said. 

The government accused opposition politi- 
cians and trade union chiefs of leading the 
dc:ni 1 st ra tor* and several opposition leaders 
were detained after the riot, including an 
ex-cabinet minister. Dr. Colwin de Silva. 

The violence erupted in Colombo's morn- 
ing rush hour Friday in a spin-off from a rally 
of about L'.'Mi. 1 people protesting against the 
iiwmissa! of more than 4«WHiii workers who 


joined a banned pay strike on July IS. The 
strike had been denounced by the govern- 
ment as an attempt by the Freedom Party of 
former Prime Minister Mrs. Siramavo Ban- 
daranaike and leftist groups to topple it. 

Police said rioters with bombs, sticks and 
stones wrecked about 60 buses and 1 00 cars 
and vans in Friday's violence. About 100 
people were injured, though many not seri- 
ously. they said. 

Passengers were dragged from buses and 
beaten an J the demonstrators attacked shops 
and offices, including those of Air Lanka, the 
national airline, travel agents. Thomas Cook. 
British Airways and the central bank, police 
said. Many of the attacks were aimed at bus 
services as transport workers had refused ro 
join last month's strike.

SALISBURY. Aug. 9 (AP) — Police 
arrested about 100 black students who 
marched downtown Friday night to demand 
the release of a black cabinet minister 
charged with murdering an elderly white 
farmer police said. 

The students were charged with participat- 
ing in an illegal march. Police said the stu- 
dents had initially obeyed an order to dis- 
perse but were arrested when they 
regrouped. It was the first public expression 
of support for Edgar Tekere, manpower 
minister and the No. 3 man in Prime Minister 
Robert Mugabe's ruling Zimbabwe African 
National Union party. 

Meanwhile, a police investigator said that 
eight associates of Tekere were being taken 
south for questioning. Tekere was charged 
Wednesday with the slaying of Gerlad Wil- 
liam Adams on a farm near Salisbury. 

3 killed during 
N. Ireland riot 

BELFAST, Aug. 9 (R) — Three peo- 
ple were killed, 12 wounded and 38 
arrested during a night of rioting in 
northern Ireland, police said Saturday. 

Police and British troops were targets 
for gunfire, gasoline bombs, bricks and 
stones as violence spread across the pro- 
vi e on the ninth anniversary of the 
introduction of internment without trial. 
The measure, brought in to help security 
forces combat nationalist guerrillas, was 
dropped four years ago and finally 
removed from the statute books earlier 
this year. 

Worst hit by the violence was the pre- 
dominantly Roman Catholic district of 
West Belfast, where a youth was shot 
dead, police said. Security forces denied 
any involvement in the death. 

A man in his early 2 O' s died after being 
struck by an anti- riot plastic bullet and a 
soldier was killed when he was crushed 
between two armored vehicles helping to 
smash down a street barricade, police 
said. 

The wounded included a 14-year old 
girl also hit by a plastic bullet, polio? 
stated. " It was a disgraceful night of viol- 
ence anti disorder." a police spokesman 
said. "The police and army were vici- 
ously attacked."

W hile Carter was likely to retain control of 
the Democratic Parry, it remained to be seen 
how much of a parly he would have left to 
lead into battle against Ronald Reagan's 
Republicans. 

While stormy debates expected on conven- 
tion rules and the election platform, many 
Democrats fear the gathering might degener- 
ate into a free-for-all that could split the 
party's moderate and liberal wings. 

"When the delegates get to that hall in 
from nt the television cameras, everybody is 
going to be trying to out-demagogue ihe 
others." moaned one Carter aide. "It may be 
awful. " 

Some 25.i id 1 ' delegates, journalists and 
Democratic officials were expected to jam 
the city's Madison Square Garden sports 
arena when the four-day convention opens 
Monday 

Like the Republicans last month, ihe 
Democrats can be counted on to roil out their 
share o? balloons and brassy palmitic fanfare 
in a mu!li-miii:on dollar political spectacular. 
But white the Republican gala was all har- 
mony. Carter will have to heal back a move 
Monday :<t free the 3.331 delegates from

Soviet asks asylum 

REYKJAVIK. Iceland. Aug. V (AP) — A 
Soviet sailor who jumped ship this week hop- 
ing to get asylum in the United States has 
sought political asylum in Iceland, officials 
reported Saturday. 

Viktor Kovalenko, was a Ukranian crew- 
man of the Soviet trawler Kharovsk. slipped 
away from other crewmen in Reykjavik on 
Thursday, shortly before the ship was due to 
sail, and took a taxi to the U.S. Embassy, 
officials said. 

U.S. officials, after calling an interpreter, 
interviewed Kovalenko and then advised the 
Icelandic authorities they had no power to 
grant him asylum. Icelandic officials said. 
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
